: delaying  your  swim  for,  at  , least  an  hour 
after- eating.  Another  facotr  which  stand - 
s high  iai  water  accidents  is  diving  into 
unkown  waters  and  striking  som®  sub- 
merged objedt  with  the  head*  If  you  are 
not  sure  of  what  is  beneath  the  waters 
,Lnto  which  you  are  contemplating  a dive  ; 
junp  in.  An  object  which  would  kill  you 
if  it  were  t«  strike  your  head  might 
only  do  a minor  injury  to  the  feet. 

In  pools  romember  to  watch  where  you 
are  diving  and  make  wure  that  the  water 
below  you  is  clear  before  diving. Pools 
i.’i  rural’  districts  are  generally  small  " 
and  consequently  somotimos  crowded  and 
especial  vigilance  neaued. 

Never  swim  very  far  out  into  a large  j 
body  of  water  without  a bog^  following.  I

■Under  the  auspices  of  the  Florida  BStA 
aviation  division  a scJLool  of  gliding 
will  bo  started  in  Jacksonville, soon. 

Maj.  A.B.  McMullen,  who  is  head  of  the 
division,  says  that  the  chief  aim  of  the 
school  is  to  make  peCple  light  plane 
• concious.  It  is  his  belief  that  the  prior 
of  light  planes  is  high. because  of  the 
scarcity  of  demand.  If  the  demand  can 
bo  raised  then  the  price  of  tho  piano 
can  lowered  correspondingly. 

•The  major  has  been  given  funds  for  tho 
construction'  of  twenty  gliders.  He  state;, 
that  with  these  twenty  gliders  it  should 
bo  possible  to  instruct  about  10,000  per* 
soi^s  .in  .their  operation  in  two  yoars. 

. The  gliders  will.be  of  durable  construe 
tion  with  a seating  capacity  of  three.
